several thousand Am ericans, and the 
dram atic and exciting denouem ent at 
the end combined to m ake an historic 
day. 
It was an American day, and 
the re­ 
sentm ents of Thursday, which rankled 
strong ly in the breasts of Am ericans 
here when they cam e to the stadium 
w ere forg otten, not only in the victory 
of John F. Hayes, the Irisli-American 
A thletic club runner, but in the splen­ 
did record made by the other Am eri­ 
cans who w ere well to the front in the 
line of those that finished. 
Since the beg inning of the Olympic 
g am es the g reat rivalry has been be­ 
tw een Eng land and America, and while 
the m inor com petitions on the trahk 
and field, in which the two nations 
specialized, were foug ht out, Eng lish­ 
men consoled them selves for all the 
Am erican successes by the thoug ht 
th at in the domain of long -distance 
running they alw ays had been suprem e 
and w hatever prizes they failed to 
g rasp in this the Colonials would pick 
up. 
The seq uel may be told briefly. 
Six Am ericans started in the M arathon 
race and nine Eng lish Amners. Of the 
first ten men to reach the coveted 
g oal, four wero Am ericans, and they 
are officially placed as follows: Hayes, 
first; Joseph Forshaw , M issouri A. C., 
th ird; A. R. W eltou, Law rence, Y. M. 
C. A., fourth, and Lewis Tewinina, the 
C arlisle Indian, ninth. 
The second 
m an was Hefferon of South Africa. He 
was the oldest among the runners, hav­ 
ing thirty-four years to his credit, and 
he mad« a rem arkable pace alm ost to 
the end of the twenty-six m iles of tho 
strug g le, but Hayes was the better 
m an. Friends of Hefferon explain that 
he 1« at his beet at forty m iles, and 
th a t yesterday's event was too short 
for him, but certainly he is one of the 
m ost wonderful runners in the world. 
The first Eng lishm an who crossed 
the line cam e in twelfth. 
Ho was W. 
T. Clarke, and was not one of those 
counted upon to win. Duncan, tho for 
m er Ung Hsh cham pion, who won the 
preliminary Eog liah trial, fell out at 
t he 
twelfth mile, and. like several

RALPH CONNOR 
The Sto ry o f the Ma n a nd His Bo o ks 
In the Highland settlem ent of Glengarry, in the heart of a Canadian 
frrest, Rev. Charles W. Gordon, b etter known to the reading world as Ralph 
Connor, was b orn in 1860. 
In b is career, the m arkings of heredity and 
environm ent are more m anifest than in most men, as some b ands show the 
veins more strongly than others. 
To the virility, intenseness, individuality and friend-m aking genius of 
his father, Rev. Daniel Gordon, a Scotch preacher and teller of stories in 
the prim itive pioneer days of Canada’s b ackwoods forty years ago, was 
united in him the sympathy, mental keenness, literary tem peram ent, spir­ 
itual insight and hunger for* helpfulness that distinguished his mother. 
In the woods through which he went to school, and where his early 
childhood days were spent, he grew into that .close reverent love and com­ 
m union with N ature that has b ecome part of his very life, and pulsates 
through all his pages. 
At eleven, the removal of his fam ily to another sec­ 
tion gave him b etter school advantages, and prepared him for his course 
at Toronto University. 
He earned money in the fields to pay for his educa­ 
tion; he was not a hard student, hut passed his ex aminations seemingly 
b y instinct. 
After a three years' course at Knox College, where prizes and 
scholarships dropped into his hands when he was not looking, he spent a 
year in Edinb urgh and on the Continent to gain b ack his fleeting health. 
On his return he went to Banff, the National Park of Canada, inhaling 
the pure, clear air of the m ountains and the spiritual atmosphere that 
seemed nearer to God b ecause nearer to unspoiled Nature. 
On Sundays he 
preached in the little Presb yterian Church to an audience of villagers and 
tourists, and it was while a home m issionary in the Northwest that he 
grew discouraged over the small appropriation made for the work among 
the miners. 
His friend, the editor of “The W estm inster” of Toronto, invited 
him to wage his war for funds through the pages of his paper, and, in 
accepting, Mr. Gordon decided that a strongly hum an story m ight win its way 
to the hearts and purses of the people. 
The story was “Black Rock,” that virile, crisp series of pictures of life 
1n the m ining camps, that made their author famous. 
Then came “The 
Sky Pilot,” “The Man From Glengarry,” “Beyond the Marshes” and “The 
Prospector,” all tingling with vitality—stories tender, humorous, picturesque, 
pathetic, strenuous in action and simple In thought.

Constantinople, July 25.—After thir­ 
ty-two years of autocratic rule under 
Sultan Ab dul Hamid II., Turkey again 
has b een granted a constitution. 
An 
imperial irade has b een issued ordain­ 
ing that a chad b e assemb led. 
This 
present constitution is practically a 
restoration of the one proclaimed Dec. 
23, 1876, b y the present sultan imme­ 
diately following his elevation to the 
sultanate, after the death cf Sultan 
Ab dul Asiz, June 4 of that year and 
the deposition of Sultan Murad V., on 
Aug. 31, 1876. 
This action on the part of the sultan, 
w'hich came as a complete surprise to 
all ob servers of the progress of events 
in Turkey, was wrested from him b y 
the Young Turks, a political party that 
has b een working for a good many 
years for the estab lishm ent of a con­ 
stitutional government in the realm of 
the sultan. 
Last fall the Young Turks 
and 
representatives of the various 
races and creeds in Macedonia, m et in 
Paris and decided to concentrate their 
energies on b ringing ab out a govern­ 
m ent for Turkey that should b e mod­ 
eled on the W estern system. 
The ef­ 
forts to this end were characterized b y

All sections of the cou ntry are 
represented 
at today 's conv ention, 
althou gh the organization is especi­ 
ally strong in the northern and wes­ 
tern States. 
This is the first nati­ 
onal conv ention of the body ev er 
held sou th of the Ohio riv er. 
The Gideons is a pu rely ev angelis­ 
tic organization and offers no mone­ 
tary benefits to its members. 
Re­ 
strictions as to membership req u ire 
that an applicant be a Christian ; 
a 
member of some ev angelical chu rch; 
one whose chief bu siness is trav eling 
for commercial pu rposes, and last­ 
ly , that lie agree to wear the Gideon 
bu tton as a distingu ishing mark by 
which he may be known by his fel-

A nu mber of Ru shv ille and Ru sh 
cou nty Repu blicans will jou rney to 
Cincinnati nex t Tu esday when Wil­ 
liam Howard T aft will be formally 
notified of his nomination as the Re­ 
pu blican 
candidate 
for 
president. 
Cincinnati has completed arrange­ 
ment for making the ev ent one of 
the most noteworthy of its kind ev er 
held. 
Members of the notification 
committee will go Su nday and scores 
of 
leading politicians 
will be the 
gu ests of Cincinnati at the ceremony . 
Senator W arner, of Missou ri, will 
make the notification speech, and it 
will be so brief that it will not re­ 
q u ire more than ten minu tes for its 
deliv ery . 
Mr. T aft's speech of ac­ 
ceptance 
will contain 
abou t 3,5 00 
words, and in it he will tou ch u pon 
all the issu es in the Repu blican plat­ 
form. 
All of the planks in the platform, 
that relating to inju nctions will re­ 
ceiv e greatest attention, inasmu ch as 
criticism from Democratic 
sou rces 
has been made on his record while on 
the bench, and the two parties hav ­ 
ing adopted* planks on that su bject. 
Mr. Taft, it is said, will declare his 
position on this important q u estion 
in forcefu l and 
u nmistakable terms. 
Mr. Taft will assert his independ­ 
ence by inclu ding in his speech of ac­ 
ceptance a personal plank on pu bli­ 
city of 
campaign 
contribu tons, 
a 
proposition which stu mped a Repu b­ 
lican Congress and which was ig­ 
nored as an issu e by 
the 
Chicago 
conv ention. 
In doing this Mr. Taft will also 
accept the Bry an challenge to make 
pu blicity one of the leading issu es in 
the coming 
fight, 
and 
when 
his 
speech of acceptance has been 
de­ 
liv ered there will be no dou bt in All*. 
Bry an's mind or in any body else's 
how Mr. T aft stands on this 
q u e s ­ 
tion.

dent Ro o sev elt he co ntinued o n his 
way to New Yo rk city . He returned to 
the Misso uri riv er by way o f P itts­ 
burg , 
Cincinnati, Indianapo lis, St. 
Jo seph and St. Lo uis, and shipped his 
team fro m St. Jo seph to 
Po rtland, 
Ore., arriv ing there June 5. 
The o x en 
were driv en fro m Po rtland to Seattle. 
" I hav e paid the ex penses o f my 
trip o ut o f the po o eeds o f my bo o k, 
which I wro te o n the* jo urney and 
which was published i \ Indianapo lis," 
said Mr. Meeker. 
"The mo numents 
hav e been paid fo r by perso ns alo ng 
the ro ute." 
"What I am wo rking fo r no w ," 
he said, " is the 
natio nal hig hway , 
and with the aid o f the public sp irit­ 
ed citizens of the co untry , I’m g o ing 
to g et i t ."
